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She (fays he) knew full well, that her Legitimation and 
the Popes Supremacy could not ſtand together, and that ſhe 
could not poſſibly maintain the one without a diſcarding of the 
other. And what follows, we more feelingly know than 
Dr. Heylin, viz. That the Anſwer of the Pope according 
to his accuſtomed vigour : That the Kingdom of England 
was held in Fee of the Apoſtolick- See ; that ſhe could 
not ſucceed being Illegitimate ; that he could not contraditt 
the Declarations of Clement the Seventh, and Paul the 
Third ; That it was a great boldneſs to aſſume the Name, 
and Government of it without ' him, was not only the foun- 
dation of the Church of England, but alſo of all the 
DiſtraQtions and Miſeries rhis poor Land has ſuffer'd 
from that day to this. And all this upon a frivolous 
account of a pretended Donation of this Kingdom to 
the Pope by King Fohn the uſurper ; which had been 
equally frivolous, had he been never ſo lawfull a 

King. 
if what a Bottom is this to build a Church upon ? 
And to forfake the Communion of a Church profeſſed 
ſo many hundreds of years, and eſtabliſhed by ſo ma- 
ny Laws in the Nation ; becauſe forſooth the Queens 
Legitimation, and the Pope's Supremacy could not ſtand 
together > We read, that the Gates of Hell ſhall never pre- 
vail againſt the Church of Chriſt : But had the Pope, and 
the Queen, known how to have adjuſted their diffe- 
rences, this /gnis Fatuus had been extinguiſht in the 
Lake of Geneva, and the Church of Exgland had never 
been ſeen, nor heard of in the world. And will any 
man in his wits repoſe-his hopes of falvation in a Church, 
that came from ſo bare an accident, ſo meer a chance 
as this, midwived into the world by a Maiden Queen 
to make good her Legitumation ? |

Moreover, we read, that  Chrif# will be with his 
Church to the end of the world. But (I pray) when did 
he begin to be with zhis Church 2 was it when the 
Queen had made good her Legitimation > She has not 
done it yet. But, (as Dr. Heyliz well obſerves) 
Bacon was not to be told of an old Law-maxime ; That the 
Crown takes away all defefts : Which, it ſeems, in the 
language of the Law,was a 7 antamount to a Legitimation 
and on this 7antamount was firſt erected the Crows, and on 
that the Church; as tho' the Law-makers ever meant, 
that that odd ſcrap of Law ſhould be extended to 
Legitimate, whom the Law had illigitimated;; which, 
if 1o, might as well have legitimated the Rebellion of 
Oliver Cromwel, ( had he clapt the Crown on his head, ) 
and made him a lawful King, tho he had been a 
Baſtard into the bargain. now, I think, here is 
enough faid of the fundamental and final Cauſe of the 
Church of Fng/and, viz. The _ accuſtomed Rigour, 
and the Queens /egitimation. I will now proceed to con- 
ſider the Embryo of this Church in the reſt of her 
Cauſes, according to Dr. Heylin, and then I hope I ſhall 
have truly Repreſented her according to her beſt, and 
moſt beloved Hiſtorian. 

I find nogreater Enemies to Reformations, than Refor- 
mers; each Reformer, like the Apein the ſtory, think- 
ing his own Brat the faireſt, would have no Reformation 
ſtand good bur his own ; and therefore reviles and flouts 
at the reſt as whimſeys and phancys; as indeed they are 
no better, nor his own neither. Who ever ſaw more 
bitter ſcolding, than between the Lutherans, the Zuin- 
glians, and the Calviniſts? the worſt of men cannot be 
repreſented greater Villains, than they repreſent each 
other ; and, if a man conſiders them rightly, he will find 

no 
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no other truth but'This in all their Volums; and yet ſome 
of them are very voluminous too. In like manner does the 
Presbyterian revile and flout at the Church of England in 
his Cobler of Gloucefter ; and ferves Her up to his feeders 
in whole Cart leads of debauched Miniſters and prophane 
Biſhops: But indeed the Church of Exg/avd reviles and 
ridicules the Presbyterian with much, more wit and far 
greater civility in her Zudibras: But, with too much 
Rigour too: For ſhe will not allow Sow-Gelders when 
they wind their horns to geld a Cat, to cry Reform: Nor ax 
Oyſter-wench to ſhut up ſhop, and trudge about to cry no Bi- 
op « as tho? Sow-Gelders might not as well cry Reform the 
Church of England, as 8 pack of Laymen in Parliament, 
crys Reform the Church of Rome ; or as tho' an Oyſter-Wench 
might not as well cry No Biſhop, as Queen Elizabeth 
No Pope. How can it enter into the head of an Epil- 
copal man, that a Church of fo long ſtanding, as the 
R. Catholick Church had been of continuance in : 
& backt by- ſo many Old Laws, could on a ſuddain be 
lay'd aſide, with all her Doctrins, and a new one foiſt- 
into her place with new ones, without either Patri- 
_ of the Weſt, Primates of the Land, or Biſhops at 
all to it. 

This 1s the caſe of the Church Exg/and, and Dr. Hey- 
En makes it out as clear, as ever the ſun ſhin'd at noon 
day. He tells you, that in the beginning of that 
Parliament, 1. Eliz, which Parliament made, and 
eſtabliſht rhe Church, that the Oath of Supremacy 
was tendered to the Biſhops; upon the refuſal 
whereof, they were caſt out of PARLIAMENT, 
all but Biſhop Xz:ching who took the Oath, but-never 
was PROTESTANT notwithſtanding, Then it is 
evident, that the old Biſhops were not in Zaclamant os

the deviſing and making of this Church. - He , begins 
the 2d. year of Queen. £/izabeth: with the conſecrating 
of the new Biſhops, Parker and the. reſt; then. they 
were not in Parliament neither at the deviſing and: ma- 
king of this' Church: for the Church-was made and eſta« 
bliſht in the firſt year of QZ/zzaberh, & the Church to this 
day dates from this firſt of Elizaketh, as Rome did for- 
merly ak wrbe condita: And therefore my Lord. Chan- 
cellor Finch in an eloquent ſpeech to the Parliamear, 
learnedly declared unto them, that ſhe was a Church 
now of above a hundred years ſtanding, meaning from 
this firſt of Elizabeth : . Then you ſee that Dr. Heylin 
has made it as clear as the ſun,' that there were no Bi- 
ſhops at all at the making of this Church, 


Men of the Goſpel, now tell me, Are not Biſhops of 
the Eſſence: of God's Church 2 no Epiſcopal man ever 
deny'd it. And men of the Law, tell me, Are not Bi- 
ſhops ſo of the Effence of this Government, that there 
can be no Parliament without them? no Lawyer can 
deny it. Then here is a Church ſet up in ſpite of God, 
and in defiance to the fundamental Laws of the Land, 
And this forſooth is your Church by Law eſtabliſht | Eſta- 
bliſht! with a no» ob/tante to the very Eſſence of the 
Government by Biſhops, which God ſet over his Church ; 
and to the Eſſence and foundation of th@-Government. 
of this Realm : . So- that, unleſs the deſerting of one 
Church for luſt, ſpoil, rapin, and ſacriledge be the ſer- 
ting up, making and eſtabliſhing of another ; there has 
been neither Church made, nor ſetled, nor cftabliſhr 
ſince the defetion from the Church of Rome in Eug/and 
to this preſent time. |

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Then is it not ſevere, that after all this ad06 and 
noiſe of a Charch, Articles, Teffs, Laws penal and fan- 
i to compel men from their conſciences, there 
not be the leaſt ſemblance or ſhadow of a Church 
fo invite them unto: Nor had the @xcen with her Lay- 
Parliament any more Power or —_— by the laws 
of God, and his Church founded on - Epiſcopacy, to 
make, alter, or eftabliſh a Charch, than has the Parlia- 
ment of Women, and the poor man that crys it up and 
down the Town, Power, or Authority to make a' Relj- 
gion, and eftabliſh it when he had done, by crying it 
about the ftreers : Nor do I ſee how it is poſſible tor any 
Epiſcopal man to have confidence to pretend the con- 
trary. 


Wirth good Reaſon then did che late Dutcheſs 
of Tork of happy memory declare, that inſtead of ſa- 
tisfaction in the Hiftory of the Reformation recommended 
to her for that porpoll, the found nothing, but the de- 
fſeription of the horrideſt ſacriledges in the world; and could 
find no Reaſon why we left the Church, but f* three the 
moſt abominable ones, that were ever heard of am 
Chriſtians. Firft, Henry 8th renownees the Popes Aathortty, 
becauſe he would wot grve him leave to part with his wife, 
and marry an other in her life time. Secondly, Edward 
6th was a Child, and governed by his Unkle, who made 
his eftate out of Church-Lands, and then Queen E. who

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The Church being thus truly repreſented, and ſhow 
ed to be — it muſt neceffarily. follow, that her 
Biſhops and Prieſts are likewiſe nothing, as to any Pow- 
er or Miſfon, they can pretend to: And how ſhall they 
Preach, unleſs they be ſent 2 For in a Biſhop, is required 
not only Ordination, but alſo Spiritual Juriſdiction and 
Miſſion, and both theſe are derived not from Kings, or 
Queens, but immediately from Chrift by ſucceflion fram 
the 4poftles : Then the Church of Exglavd being no» 
thing, and in Communion with no other Epilcopal 
Church ; by what ſucceſſion will her Biſhops derive 
their Powers from the Apoſt/cs 2 Do they think the Church 
of Rowe ſent them to Preach the DoQrine of the' Thirty 
Nine Articles > No, it cannot be. ſo. imagin'd';; \and 
therefore the Presbyterians derive their Mz{fron gxtraor- 
dinarily from God by the Spirit : well knowing, that 
it were impoſlible tor them to derive it Qrdizarely, by 
ſucceſſion through ' the Church of. Rome from Chritt 


and his Apoſtles. So that 'tis a clear Caſe that the 


pretended Biſhops of Eng/azd have no Miftow nor. Power 
at all, to do what they do, but from lay Authority. |. 


But, indeed, as''to the 'Ordination, it; is quite an '0- 
ther thing : for. the Arias. and Donatift Bilbops were 
true Biſhops as to Ordination, tho by Apoſtacy and He- 
relie they had loſt-their Aiſtoxs. And:Dr. Heylis 'pre- 
tends the like of 'the Biſhops of the-Church of England: 
and to elear all -doubts to the 'contrary, tells: ns, "that 
the ſtory of the firſt four Bithops of his Church being

fide, was but the invention chuefty of 'one Neal, . once

ner, and Dr. Sanders; and thus like an erudite Prote- 
ſtant, learnedly and compendiouſly confutes them both : 
Sanders he calls Slanders ; and as for the other, it is e- 
nough that he was: 'once Chaplain to Bonner, and fo 


their buſineſs is ſoon done. 


He. alſo tells us, that George Abhot, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, cauſed ſeveral Prieſts and Jeſuits, then Priſo- 
ners'in' the Clink"to be brought before him : Who being 
brought to Lambeth the Twelfth of May, 1613.' were 
ſuffered in the preſence of diverſe Biſhops to peruſe the 
publick Regitters, | and thereby to ſatisfy themſelves in all 
particulars concerning the Confirmation and Conſecration of 
Archbiſhop Parker, Dr. Heylin is indeed a very punQtu- 
al man; you ſee he fets down exactly the day of the 
Month, and the year this happened, viz. The Twelfth 
of May, 1613. | But Biſhop Parker was conſecrated in 
the ſecond year of Queen Elizabeth, 1559. Then where 
were theſe Regiſters all this while? Dr. Sa»ders, Dr. Har- 
ding, Dr. Stapleton, even in_ the time of Archbiſhop Par- 
ker, and to himſelf called his Conſecration in queſtion, 
and denyed it, without any Reply either from himſelf 
or 'any body elſe in 'his\behalf.. Then where were at 
that time theſe ſame Regiſters ? 


But ſuppoſe theſe Regilters true, and that the Conſe. 
cration' was at Lambeth, and the Conſecration-dinner 
only .at the Naggs-head, did not multitudes of people 
flock to ſee the great folemnity of Conſecrating the firſt 
four new Biſhops of the Novel Ghurch 2 and was not 
the Dinner well attended on by nfultitudes both of men 
and women (for they are alſo curious, eſpecially in 

$ | y Church 
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Church affairs ) and were all theſe men and women 
dead on'a ſuddain, that none ſhould be left alive to 
witneſs againſt Neal. and Sanders, that they faw 
Parker Confecrated at Lambeth > Or could fo great 
2 man as Dr. Saxders have the confidence to broach 
fuch a Tale (as Dr. Heylin calls it) when multitudes 
of eye-witneſles were alive to give him the /ye? Had 
thoſe Regiſters been found out in any competent time, 
and flapt in the faces of Neal and Sanders, and the 
reſt who reproached the Church with her Naggs-head 
Conſecration, they might all have been juſtly called 
Slanderſes ; but inſtead of finding ſuch Regiſters, the 
Church and State politickly combined to renew the 
ſtatutes againſt 7elers of falſe news, that a poor Papiſt 
if he paſſed through Cheapfide, durſt not ſo much as 
look toward that fide of the ſtreet, where the Naggs- 
head ſtood, for fear of being puniſht as a Teller of 


falſe news : for the looks of a Papiſt in thoſe days 


boaded falſe_news;. as a Waſh-ball in his pocket of 
late boded '@& firing of the City. 


And indeed, to produce theſe Regiſters Fifty four 
years after the time, and not before, when Neal and 
Sanders, the Vintner of the Naggs-head, his wife, 
drawers, and all were dead ; was to as much purpoſe, 
as if they had left them at Salamances in Dr. Oates his 
Library to be brought over with the Forty Thouſand 
pilgrims, 1678. September, the Lord knows when ; 
for Oates did nct confine himſelf to a day as Dr. Hey- 
lin, and Maſon the forgeygs of the Regiſters did. But 
Dr. Heylin. treats of this matter here ex paſſant only, 
and fefers his Readers for their further ſatisfaction by 
| AC. 
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the begining of his eight and laſt book, where thus 
he tells: his own Tale worth any mans reading, 


Nothing remaneth, but that we ſettle the Epiſco- 
pal Government ; and then it will be time to conclude 
this Eliſtory. And for the- ſettling of this Government 
by as good Authority, as could be given unto it' by 
the Laws of the Land, we are beholding to the obs 
ſtinacy of Dr. Edmund Bonner, late ſlaugbter-man 
of London. By a ſtatue made in the laſt Parli- 
ament for keeping ber Majeſties Subjefts in due obedis 
ence, a Power was given unto the Biſhops to tender, 
and receive the Oath of Supremacy//#all manner 
of perſons dwelling and reſiding im their ſeveral Dic« 
ceſes. Bonner was then priſoner in the Clink or Mar- 
ſhallee ; which being in the Borrough of South- 
wark, brought him within the Juriſdiftion of Horn 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, by whoſe Chancellour the Oath 
was tendered unto bim : on the refuſal of which Oath, 
be is mdiFed at the Kings Bench upon the Statute : 
to which he appeared in ſume Term of the year fore- 
going, &c. The fecond Principal Plea was this, that 
Horn at the time the Oath Was tendered, was not 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, and.,therefore not impowred by 
the ſaid Statute to make tender of it by himſelf, or 
by bis Chancellour. And for the prosf-of this, that be 


was 
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was no Biſhop, it was alledged, that the form of Con- 
fecration of Archbiſhops and Biſhops, which had been 
yatify'd by Parliament in the tome of King Edward, 
had been repealed in the firſt year of Queen Mary, 
and ſo remained at Horn's pretended Conſecration, 
The Canſe being put off from Term to Term, comes at laſt 
to be debated amongſt the Fudges at Serjeants Im, by whom 
it was finally put upon the Iſſue, and the Tryal of 
that Tſſue ordered to be committed to a Jury of the 
{ dunty of Surry : But then withall, it was adviſed, 
that the deciſion of the point, ſhould rather be referred 
to the following Parliament, for fear that ſuch a 
weighty martrer might miſcarry by a Country Jury, 
of* whoſe either Partiality, or Inſufficiency, there had 
been ſome proof made before touching the Grants made 
by King Edwards Biſhops, of #hich a great many 
were made yoid, under pretence that the Grantors were - 
not Aetually Biſhops, nor Legally poſſeſſed of their ſeve* 
ral Sees. 

According to this funk advice, the buſmeſs. comes 
under conſideration in the following Parliament, which, 
begun on the Thirtyeth of September, where all par- 
ticulars being fully, and conſideratly difcourſed upon, it 
Was firſt declared, that their not reſtoring that book to 
the former Power 1m Terms fignificant, and expreſs,

was but caſus 'omiſſus ; And ſecondly, that by the 
Statutes Fifth and Sixth of Edward the Sixth, it 
had been added to the book of (ommon Prayer, and 
Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, as a Member of it, 
or at leaſt an Appendant to it ; and therefore by the 
firſt of Elizabeth was reſtored again, together with 
the ſaid book of Common Prayer, itentionally at the 
leaſt, if not in Terminis, - But being that the words 
of the ſaid Statute were not Clear enough to remove 
all doubts, they did therefore revive it now, and did 
accordingly Enaft, That all perſons that had been, or 
ſhould be made, ordered, or Conſecrated Arch» Biſhops, 
Biſhops, Prieſts, Mmiſters of God's Holy Words, and 
Sacraments, or Deacons after the form and order pre- 
ſcribed in the ſaid book, be in -oery deed, and alfa 
by Authority hereof declared and enafted to be, and ſhall 
be Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, Prieſts, Miniſters of God's 
holy Words and Sacraments, and Deacons rightly made, 
Conſecrated and ordered, any Statute, Law, Canon, or 
any thing to the contrary notwithſtanding. 


" A bold Parliament indeed, that thus generouſly bids 
defiance to all Laws and Statutes ever made in the 
world, to all Canons ever -made in God's Church, 
and to every thing elſe whatſoever. To good purpoſe 
then did Saint Gregory the Great,” and Biſhop Lawd at- 
ter him, declare at they gave the like credit to the 
firſt 
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firſt four General Councils, as to the four Evangeliſts 
when an Engliſh Parliament ſhall come and ena& 
and declare Biſhops in the form they pleaſe. with 'a 
ou obſtante to all the Powers of Heaven and Eatth, 
or ayy thing to the contrary notwithſtanding, 1. e. of Hell 
to0. 

' But being tht Dr. Feylin tells us, that this buſi- 
neſs, was onely fully and confiderately diſcourſed upon 
in Parliament; it may Þ hope yet bear a further dif 
cuſſion and canvaſſing. You fee, - here were many 
doubts whether theſe Biſhops were rightly conſecra- 
ted or nor. | 

Firſt, Becauſe the Form of - Confecration -made in 
King Edwards days, was declared void and null in the 
firſt year of Queen Mary; and as yet has never been 
allowed in the Church of Rome. 

Secondly, Becauſe you ſee, there: was a Caſns omiſſus, 
and the Form ' of King Edward was not reſtored in 
Terms expreſs and ſignificant, which is requiſite in 

aw. 8 bum: 

Thirdly, To talk of a Statute once made null and 
void, intentionally is non-ſence: ' For Intention will 
not make Law; neither is it in Church affairs, nor 
indeed, is it any where elſe, as it is in Eng/and, where 
there are definitive) Interpreters of 'Law,. and no Law 
Text, and where there is Goſpel and no definitive 
Interpreters of the Text. 
| Fourthly, Becauſe, the words in the ſaid Statute were 
not clear —_ to remove doubts : Then 'tis clear that 
there were doubts. 

Fifthly, Becauſe the Doubts were ſo many, that 
the whole Power of the Kingdom, Queen, Council, 
Church and State, durſt not x” a tryal againſt a 

poor 
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poor Priſoner, ( notwithſtanding that rhe buſineſs was 
order'd for a tryal by Serjeants Inn) to ſee it fairly 
decided, whether the Doubts could be removed or 
not, for fear ſuch a weighty , matter might miſcarry by 
4 County Fury, as tho' it had not been in their Pow- 
er to make what Jury they pleaſed. 

Sixthly, Bonner tho'- a Priſoner, enjoyed his Reve- 
nue all this while by dint of Law, that is, from the 
firſt of Eliz, to the eighth of Eliz. becauſe Zorn in 
" all this time could not prove himſelf a Biſhop : "Then 
the Law did not look upon them as yet Biſhops. 
But, all the Biſhops were made in this time, and all 
that pretend to be now Biſhops are derived from them ; 
Then how 4crilegious were thoſe Biſhops that admi- 
niſtred the Sticraments and conferred Orders, whillt 
ſo many Doubts remained. Whether they were tru- 
ly ordained, or had any lawful Juriſdiction or not. 
And of this there 6gn be no queſtion, nor can any 
man deny it. 

But now comes the Parliament, the Doubts are re- 
moved and Hors gets his Cauſe; But how? were both 
Parties heard? No; . nor durſt the Parliament hear 
what Boxner could fay for himſelf, nor what his Law- 
yers could fay for, him neither, who were Eminent 
Men, as Dr. Heylin tells us, Wrey, Lovelace and Ploy- 
den; nor 1s it to be imagined that ſuch Eminent 
Men would have undertaken fo invidious a bulineſs 
to Church and State, unleſs they had foreſeen, that 
the Cauſe was ſure enough in their hands. It is a 
received Maxim throughout the world, that © uz. judi- 
cat cauſa inaudita altera iniquus eſt Fudex ; He that judg- 
es without hearing both Parties is a wicked Judge. 
But this Parliament judged; without hearing both par- 
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ties : then this was iniguum Parliamentum, iniquus Judex ; 
a wicked Parliament, wicked Judges : then what are 
the Biſhops, who are no otherwiſe Biſhops, than by 
verdict of ſuch Iniquity ? But this is not all... + 

Either thoſe Biſhops of whoſe Conſecration there 
were ſo many Doubts were in this Parliament or 
not ? Of right. they could not be there until the 
Doubts were .removed+: But either they were, or 
they were not ? If they were, can any thing be 
more pleaſantly ridiculous, than to ſee the very men 
in queſtion whether Biſhops or not, fit judging in 
Parliament, and voting themſelves to be in very Ted 
and alſo by Authority hereof (that is, of tlianſelves) 
declared and enatted to be, and jhall be Arch-Bi- 
ſhops, Biſhops, cc. rightly made, conſecrated, and or- 
dered; any thing to the contrary notwithſtanding. This 
is far worſe, than ask my Brother if I am a Thict: 
In fine, it is ſo ridiculous, that for ſoberneſs fake, we 
will ſuppoſe, that thoſe pretended Biſhops did not fit 
in that Parliament. Then was the Parliament but a 
pack of Laymen; and what have ſuch to do with 
enacting or declaring of Biſhops? Biſhops derive their 
ordination and the power that follows it, immedi- 


_ ately from Chriſt himſelf by ſucceſſion from the Apo- 


ſtles, (as I faid before ) and not from Xing nor Queen; 
It is a thing purely ſpiritual, and theretore cannor fall 
under the cognizance of any Temporal Power : So 
that the pretended Biſhops were no more Biſhops for 
this Act of Parliament, than they were before : For 
ſuch a Parliament neither had power to enact them 
Biſhops, nor to declare them fuch? {fo that all the 
former ' Doubts yet remain, and reach our prefent 
pretended Biſhops equally, and as much, as they did 
C2 
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the former. But it is Sacri/edge for any pretended Bi- 
shop to offer to: adminiſter the Sacraments, and confer 
Otders, when but one Doubt remains, whether ' he 
be rightly in Orders himſelf, or have Authority to do 
it ;.. Then greater is the Sacriledge, when men offer 
to adminiſter the Sacraments and confer Orders, when 
fo many. Doubts remain whether they be' in Orders, 
or rightly authorized to do ſuch AQts. 


And now to conclude, how came Dr. Feylin {6 
well acquainted with Bisghop Bonner, that he ſhould 
know which were his chief Pleas, or what he would 
chiefly have inſiſted upon, had the weighty matter been 
liflered to have come to.a hearing? Did he think the 
ſtory of the Naggs-head leſs known to Bonner, than 
it was to Neal and Saunders 2 or can any man in his 
wits believe that the whole Power of the Realm, 
Queen, Church, Parliament, Council and all, were in 
earneſt afraid the weighty matter might miſcarry by *a 
County Fury, either by Partiality or Inſufficiency > Was 
it impoſſible for the Queen and Church to have found 
in the whole County of Surry, twelve men according 
to their own hearts? And could not they have in- 
{ſtructed them as far as they pleaſed, that there could 
not be any fear of Inſufficiency > And could not they 
have made them wholly their own, that there could 
be no fear of Partiality, at leaſtwiſe towards Bonner 2 
And if all other means had failed, could not they have 
brib'd and ſuborn'd them? A more neceſſary Policy 
then, when the weighty matter was at ſtake, than ever 
there was occaſion for the like ſince. And does Dr. 
Heylin call the declining of this Tryal ſound Advice ; 

| | Certainly, 
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Certainly, when this queſtion was ſtarted, Biſhops or #0t 
Biſhops * And that the Cauſe, debated among/t the Judges 
at Serjeants Inn, was finally put upon the Iſſue, and the 


. Tryal of that Iſſue ordered to be committed to a Fury 


; Av County of Surry, it was neceſſary the world 
ſhould be fatished. But the Queen and Church did fore- 
ſee, either that ſuch things would be brought upon the 
ſtage, as would be very diſhonourable to both, or that 
the pretended Biſhop Horn would be caſt. And then 
whither would her Majefty have fent for Biſhops to 
Conſecrate her new Fleis > The Catholick Biſhops 
would not do it, and of that ſhe had a Tryal in Xz#- 
chin. The Lutherans would not do it; for Dr. Heylin 
tells us, that they would not receive Engliſh fugitives 
in Queen Mary's time, and that they called ſuch as 
dyed here then, the Devzls _— So that the 
Church- of Exg/and mult &en have been an Epiſcopal 
Church without Biſhops. And that had not been more 
ridiculous. than it was infamous, and Scandalous to 
have declined the Tryal. 


That my Reader may the better remember, what 
has been faid ; I thus in ſhort Recapitulate it. T': 
firſt beginning of Reformation was founded on //#, it 
encreaſed by Spoil, Rapine and Sacriledge ; it was atlaſt 
new moulded, and formed into a Church to Legiti- 
mate the Queen, when nothing elſe could do it ; it 
was made and eſtabliſht a Church by a Power, that 
had no more Authority to make, and eſtabliſh 
Churches, than has the poor man with his Partia- 
ment of women, which he crys about the ſtreets, 


Authority to make and eſtabliſh Religions. The pretea- 
ded 
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ded Biſhops of this pretended -Church are no Biſhops 
at all; or at the belt, they can but pretend to be Bl 
ſhops with many doubts on their backs, whether they 
are Biſhops or not ; and conſequently muſt lye under 
the guilt of Sacriledge for Adminiſtring the Sacraments, 
and conferring Orders, thoſe doubts ſtill remaining un- 
clear'd, nor poſſible now ever to be ſo. For no en- 
ſuing Parliament can ever do it: nor if it could, were 
it ever pollible tor them to prove by what Lawfully 
Authorized Succeſlor's of the Apoſtles, they were ſent 
to Preach the DoCtrine of. the Thirty Nine Articles, 


Thus is the pretended Church of Exg/and truly re: 
preſented throughout all her cauſes, except her Ma- 
terial ones; and thoſe I omitted, becauſe ſhe has none : 
being only made up, but of No's and Negatives, of 
which hereafter. In the mean time I defy any man 
to ſhew me, that I have Slandered her with the leaſt 
untruth in the world. Had not then the good late 
Dutchets of Tork juſt Reaſon to confeſs, that ſhe could 
' mot think the Holy Ghoſt could ever be in ſuch Counſels ?
